ical,  the  lingua  Juduica^  which  dif¬

God  in  the  dispensations  of  his 
grace,  having  in  the  view  of  the  se¬ 
rious  people J  opened  the  door  for 
the  regular  organization  of  a  gospel 
church  among  them— they  applied 
to  a  number  of  ministers  to  come 
and  attend  to  the  business.

covenant.  Full  satisfaction  being 
gained  as  to  their  qualifications 
for  church-membership,  twenty-six 
subscribed  to  the  articles  of  faith  and 
were  organized  into  a  church  on 
congregational  principles — eight  of 
the  above  number  produced  letters 


of  recommendation  from  other 
churches  ;  six  were  examined  aiid 
gave  satisfaction  as  to  their  faith  and 
knowledge,  who  ere  to  enjoy  occa¬ 
sional  communion,  but  are  not  to  be 
considered  as  .  metnbers  in  full 
until  they  produce  their  certifil 
cates.  The  remaining  twelve  nad 
not  professed  religion  before.- — 
Some  more  have  already  obtained 
hopes  and  given  evidence  of  an  in¬ 
terest  irt  Christ;  but  by  reason  of 
sickness  and  some  external  circum¬ 
stances;  could  not  conveniently  cov¬ 
enant  with  God  at  the  time  the 
church  was  organized. 

It  was  with  the  greatest- satisfac-* 
tion  that  the  clergy  could  iviihesft 
that  every  member  of  the  church 
appeared  to  come  fully  into  the  Cal-* 
vanistic  scheme  of  doctrines.  The 
doctrines  of  grace  were  food  for 
tlieir  soiils,  and  they  appeared  to 
have  a  realizing  seiisc  that  the  rush 
could  as  well  grow  without  ndre 
and  the  flag  without  water  as  holy 
souls  could  grbw  in  a  spiritual  sense 
without  being  fed  with  these  hum¬
